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PREFACE. 



Thi ^jpecial featcres of the present publication are noticed on the tit1e-pa|>;e. The 

^reai body of the music Is new. We might easily have filled the volmue with such 

nuiterials, bat have done, we trust, a more acceptable thing — that of placing under 

cftdi of the principal metres, in a condensed form, quite a number of the best old 

tunes, wHh a few of the more available of our former compositions. The chants and 

ike let pieces, as well as the psalm aofd hymn tunes, have been prepared with much 

labor and care, and we have now added to the indices a Chorister's Index, explanatory 

of the numerous peculiar metres with which the psalmody of this country has lately 

lieeiLeiirichod. 

In the midst of increasing quantities of music, new and oldj original and selected, 

altera and unaltered, amended and mutilated, it has become a matter of some diffi* 

colty to make just selections. Everything, in this respect, is in an unsettled state. 

OjuBioiis are strangely diversified. Some, without regard to secular associations, 

VGold choose for psalmody fVeah cuttings from the modem opera : others would en- 

aciTor to feast on the fragments of antiquity, which are exceedingly dry and tasteless. 

Bone, from a love of historic associations, would confine themselves to the melodies of 

^fixtientk century, written by ancient worthies, when the art was comparatively 

»^: oUien would prefer the melodies of the last century, which, though once effec- 

^ haie, in the progress of the art, lost much of their power to please. Then there 

h^lWflifltlny extremes as to the harmonic arrangement of tunes. Some compilers, 

of appearing scientific, will give us harmony too difficult for ordinary 

: others, in avoiding this extreme, will give us harmony whichi 

M peribctly tame and insipid. Some, in every successive publi-

ought to be, any fixed principles of arrangement in music. These confiicting changes 
and diversities may be convenient enough for the trade of book-making, but their in- 
fiucnce on the progress of taste is deplorable. 

It has been our aim, in the present work as well as in former publications, to pro- 
serve stability. We mean to offer to our patrons such music as will prove the most in- 
teresting and available, without paying couYt to the current eccentricities of style. In- 
stead of catering to a sickly, unsteady appetite, we have endeavored to lead onward to 
sound improvement, by such gradual steps, as not to leave behind us the multitude 
who should be benefited. In pursuing this course we have chosen to follow the 
sdund principles of common sense, i-athpr than the dictation of dogmatists, who know 
little of the real wants which should be supplied. 

To bring forth suitable materials from the great masters of the art, who sever com- 
posed anything in this department^ is a task of great delicacy. The public ought to 
know this. Away with the humbuggery of mere names, as if these could give character 
to every luckless extract ! The task to which we here refer requires much study, ex- 
perience, and practical discrimination ; and the compiler who should not avail himself 
of these advantages, would be certain to fail in his undertaking. 

The original pieces here presented are not hasty productions. They have been 
composed with special reference to the various and interesting circumstances of reli- 
gious assemblies, and with an eye to the improvement of choirs and the advancement 
of elementary knowledge. To pretend to undervalue them aflcr bestowing so much 
labor, and after experiencing such continual kindness from our patrons, as wo have 
done, would be mere affectation. We must bo allowed to say, that in reference to new 
productions, as well as in regard to selections, and Arrangements and adaptations, wo 
have given our best efforts to the nndertaking; and we think we have done so with 
more than our usual success

For the want of sueh observations as these, the papii is oAen embarrassed in his calcula- 
tions, to a degree which is quite unnecessary. Performers on inatrumenta seldom think o# 
this, aa they are governed bv different principles and habits. 

The voice, by practice, acquires the habit of so regubting aounds by syUaUea, that tha 
Tight syllable siiggests the right sound, after the pitch of the tune or leason has been eiven. 
But as the order of tones and aemitonea often changes in the course of a movement, while the 
syllables are not removed, the latter mast in auch case be so varied in pronunciation as to 
bring to mind the new aounds required. 

The changes just mentioned are indicated by fists, sharps and naturals which, thus o««nr* 
ring in ihe course of the movement, are called accidentals. The fiat thus marks the depresaion 
of a aeniitone, and the sharp a corresponding elevation, while the natural merely restores to a 
note, previously Jiltered, itrprimitive sound. ^

To THB Tkaciixb.— One word about '* Syllables." The eeren ayllableflt Do, Re, Mi, &c., 
Ac., are extenalvely uaed In Italy, France and (Sermany, for the purpoeee of the cultivation 
of tlie voice — Sollnization, or voculization. The same syllables have been adopted in some 
parts of England, and very extensively in America In the study of the elements of vocal mu- 
sic— ttiat is,, in learning to sing by note. In this last application of the syllables, the object 
has been by liabits of association, to enable the young music reader to strjlce the intervals 
with more certainty and ease. There are, however, decided dlfficukles in their appheation^ 

whenever iitiier th^ (lie simplest forms of melody without F'HMiMlatimi, an attempted to b« 
lead. 

The question in am own mind is whether indeed the syllables are not fai the spd more elogs 
than *' helps" in music-reading. In the preceding ** Elements" we have thrown out such hints

In leligiouB music the words are momentons ; and the 
office of the singer is to illustrate them and enforce their meaning. - In the one 
case the music is the eoie object of attraetion ; in tlie other it is to be made tlM 
specific instrument of religious edification. Objects so different, demand, of 
course, corresponding differences in style. 

Laying aside then the specific maxims of the secular department let us in- 
quire how the meaning and spirit of the words we utter, can be best ftX. forth in 
the eloquence of song, 

• 

I. The singer needs a pleasant tone of voice. This is not wholly the gift of 
nature ; for the worst voice is susceptible of much improvement The process 
of euHivation is first upon the open vowels, and afterwards, upon .the broad, and 
slender, and short ones. Let tXl these be habitually formed in the best possible 
manner, and the work Is nearly accomplished. The voice however should* not 
be fbrced in any way, but be suffered to improve gradually by intelligent prac- 
tice and imitation. Voices will no) always be alike. Some will be ready and 
powerful, and others soft and mellifluous. 

ML There must be good intonation, for jargon is of course intplerable. To 

be able to sing in tune is always an acquired faculty. Hence the practice of 

scales and of harmonic combinations, which are more or less simple in their 

structure, form the most certain means of improvement Every voice is found 

to need mere or lees timing ; and some of the more obstinate ones demand an 

amount of practice far greater than the pupil has time and patience to bestow. 

This {froeess of tuning, too, needs oflen to be repeated, especially after a season 

of great negligence in practice. Teachers, as well as pupils, are liable, firom 

various causes, occasionally to sing out of tune. The best time to commence 

this process is early childhood, when every voice is regulated with comparative 
ease. 

III. The art of keeping time is also one of the essentials of style. Skill, m this 
respect, is acquired not by genius or imitation, but by industrious hcbite of cs!n- 
putation. System, with untiring industry, is all that the caJ^demands. 

IV. There must be a distinct and pleasant utterance of the words. F^r tLe

A FJiW years ago, tho sacre<] IjT!e« of this country embraced but 
a Tory limitod nnmb«r of nietrM. Now, there are found araon^ the 
earrent paWleations some sixty or seveuty varieties. So little uni- 
fnrmitT has been obflenred by compilers in designating them, that 
a chorister is often misled and perplexed, ^enee the ucceti.^ity of 
•uch aa indc^aa we here present. 

Metres may be clas.flfiod in re^ipeet to nnrabers of lines and of syl- 
l*bles ; and in regard to accent. Lines and syllables are readily 
expressed by flgares : thus— 8, 8, 8, 8, for example designate foar 
lines each of eight syllables ; while 8, 6, 8, 0f designate the same 
namber of lines wMeh consist alternately of eight and of six sylla- 
bles. The charaeter of accent laay be inown by the two following
